A Cautionary Tale 

Chiefs Concerned Over License Renewals

Police Chiefs in the tri-town area have expressed 
concern over a newly-instated policy announced at last 
week's Massachusetts Police Chiefs 7 Association meeting 
over the sending out of driver's license renewal remind- 
ers. According to Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons, 
Massachusetts Registrar Rachel Kaprielian announced the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles (RMV) will no longer be mail- 
ing out courtesy notices to people when it's time to renew 
their driver's license and state IDs. 

While this is seen as a cost-saving measure for 
the RMV, Chief Lyons believes it will create problems for 
drivers who are used to getting the reminders in the mail. 

"It's something that everyone is used to getting," 
Chief Lyons said. "You don't always check your license 
to see when it's expired. Now if you get stopped for a rou- 
tine traffic violation, technically you could be arrested for 
driving without a license and we'd have to tow the car." 

As part of a push to encourage more people in the 
state to conduct their transactions online via the RMV's 
web site, Ms. Kaprielian is looking to eliminate costs such 
as these reminder mass mailings. On the RMV web site 
she states:

wealth, the RMV is working to squeeze every penny of 
savings from our budget in the wake of a drastic down- 
turn in the state's economy. To weather this financial 
storm, the RMV is adopting operational changes that, we 
believe, will minimize the impact on customer service in 
our branches/ 7 

But Marion Police Chief Lincoln Miller agrees 
with Chief Lyons that the elimination of traditional 
reminder notices is likely to create more problems in the 
long run. 

"It's been a courtesy thing to offer reminders/ 7 
Chief Miller said. "People, for the most part, keep their li- 
cense sitting in their wallet. Now that they're taking away 
the reminders, I think it's going to cause more problems. 
If they do get stopped or get into an accident and find 
their license has expired, I think it's going to have more of 
an impact on (local) police as far as enforcement." 

Like his tri-town counterparts, Rochester Police 
Chief Paul Magee expressed disappointment that the 
RMV is discontinuing notifications to license holders, al- 
though he understands that the cutback is budget-driven. 

"People will have to take the responsibility them- 
selves to renew their license," Chief Magee said. "People 
should set up reminders for themselves to make sure they 
renew in time." 

Interestingly enough, the RMV still plans to send 
out reminders for vehicle registration renewals — which 
are issued for a two-year period — while reminders for 
the much longer five-year license renewals will be aban- 
doned. 

With this new policy in place, Chief Lyons 
stressed the importance of people checking the expiration 
date on their license as their birthday approaches to make 
sure they're in compliance. 

"People get busy and forget," she said. "And you

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agenda has been postponed ... and rescheduled ... then 
cancelled. 

The Board of Selectmen, through Town Admin- 
istrator Richard LaCamera, has made no less than seven 
formal requests to meet with Town Clerk Naida Parker 
during their regular meetings to discuss how the town 
should handle the issuance of dog licenses beginning 
January 1, 2009. 

But Ms. Parker has either asked to be rescheduled 
each time or has simply not shown up for her appoint- 
ment. 

As a hobby kennel license holder in the Town of 
Rochester since 1977, Ms. Parker maintains she cannot 
participate in any discussions about kennel licenses, and if 
she did it could be deemed a serious conflict of interest. 

"I have a kennel license in this town, I cannot par- 
ticipate in any policy decisions involving kennel licenses, " 
Ms. Parker said. "To get involved in discussions I open 
myself to an ethics violation. I talked to Town Counsel 
(Blair Bailey) and he agrees with me that I should not 
participate/ 7 

But according to Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera, the planned appointments were never about 
kennel licenses; rather, they were set up to discuss the 
issue of unlicensed dogs in Rochester and how they can 
ensure that all dogs are licensed annually as per state law. 

"The meeting was to talk about unlicensed dogs/ 7 
Mr. LaCamera said. "It's unacceptable to the Board of 
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Selectmen that we had over 300 unlicensed dogs as of 
the beginning of September. For her to notify the board 
that she wanted (them) to issue warrants to arrest the 300 
(delinquent) people was embarrassing. Beginning January 
1, 2009 we need to determine how the data is processed 
because a lot of the information that was given to us was 
inaccurate. This is unacceptable. What we want to do is sit 
down and discuss it so we know the process to follow/ 7 

Noting that as of this week they were aware of 
just 40 dogs within town that still remained unlicensed, 
Mr. LaCamera said the original 300 projection was largely 
due to incomplete or incorrect information. 

"I knew we didn't have 300 unlicensed dogs out 
there," he said. "The town spent a lot of money a few 
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years ago buying special dog licensing software ... but the 
data provided was inaccurate/ 7 

But if the planned meetings with the Board of 
Selectmen are really about dog licensing issues, then Ms. 
Parker still has reservations about attending. 

"Unlicensed dogs have nothing to do with me/ 7 
Ms. Parker said. "They tried to make this my job back 
in October and Town Meeting said no. If this is about 
delinquent dogs, it has nothing to do with me. Fm not the 
puppy police and I don't want to be." 

When asked why she hasn't show up for the 
various appointments with the Board of Selectmen, Ms. 
Parker said she's never been given a clear explanation of 
what the board wanted to discuss with her. 

"First they were saying it was about kennel 
licenses," she said. "Now they're saying it's about unli- 
censed dogs. I was told (by Mr. LaCamera) that Police 
Chief Paul Magee wanted me at the meeting. When I 
saw Chief Magee, he told me he wanted to talk about the 
by-laws with the board. So it's got nothing to do with the 
chief. I told the (Selectmen) if they want me to do some- 
thing different, they need to send me something in writ- 
ing." 

Meanwhile, Mr. LaCamera suggested the easi- 
est way for Ms. Parker to find out what the board wants 
would be to show up for the meeting. 

"I can give you ten letters I've sent to (Ms. Park- 
er)," Mr. LaCamera said. "She has cancelled out seven 
times now. The last one I just sent yesterday from the 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen at his request, asking 
her to give us a time that's convenient for her and we'll 
schedule a special meeting. I'm sorry, but I don't care 
about the kennel licenses. This has to do with unlicensed 
dogs, which is required by the state. The Police Chief and 
Town Hall staff have spent a lot of time on this ... and we 
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need to get this resolved/ 7

Yet more than 30 percent of Massachusetts' s drivers still 
fail to buckle up. In their continued effort to increase seat 
belt use, the Rochester Police Department joins many 
other Massachusetts police departments and the Massa- 
chusetts State Police in support of the Fall 2008 Click It or 
Ticket Mobilization. This statewide effort runs through 30 
November and combines extra traffic enforcement, public 
information, and community outreach to reduce motor 
vehicle-related fatalities, injuries and economic loss. 

For the Click It or Ticket Mobilization, the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Public Safety and Security (EOPSS) has 
provided $1.3 million in federal highway safety funds. 

"This Click It or Ticket Mobilization is an oppor- 
tunity for all of us to remember the importance of buck- 
ling up/ 7 said Chief Paul Magee of the Rochester Police 
Department. "It's the law, and statistics have proven time 
and time again that seat belts save lives/ 7 

Regular seat belt use is the single most effective 
way to protect people and reduce fatalities in motor ve- 
hicle crashes, according to the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration. Research has shown that when 
lap and shoulder belts are used properly, the risk of fatal 
injury to front seat passengers is reduced by 45 percent, 
and the risk of moderate to serious injury is reduced by 50 
percent. 

Since its first Click It or Ticket Mobilization in 
2002, Massachusetts has seen its seat belt use increase 16 
percent to 67 percent in 2008. However, Massachusetts 
still lags behind the 2008 national seat belt use rate of 83 
percent. 

During this mobilization, the Massachusetts 
State Police and local police departments will encourage 
compliance with the state seat belt laws across the Com- 
monwealth.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

November 19, 2008

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Wednesday, November 
19 at 7:02 pm by Chairman Richard Nunes. Also pres- 
ent were Selectman Dan McGaffey Selectman Bradford 
Morse, Town Administrator Richard LaCamera, and 
Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first opened a Tax Classification Hear- 
ing with the Board of Assessors in order to set the annual 
tax rate. "We don't have the figures that we need right 
now, we're hoping to finalize everything this weekend," 
said Assessor Jana Cavanaugh. "We're requesting a con- 
tinuance to Tuesday, December 2 at 6:30 pm." 

The board unanimously approved the continu- 
ance as requested. 

The board next signed and authorized the Town 
Treasurer to take out additional short-term borrowing in 
the amount of $750,000 at a rate of 2.52 percent in antici- 
pation of tax receipts. 



HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tin- 
sel may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized.

house. We have an arrangement where neither dog goes 
out of the house together and we don't walk them on the 
street anymore.

After closing the hearing, the board unanimously 
voted to request that Mr. Seguin's dogs be restrained and 
confined to his property or the conservation land adja- 
cent to his property, and that they remain on a leash at all 
times. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with Tim Higgins to 
discuss the Connet Woods subdivision project between 
High Street and Ryder Road.

football field itself, a throwback to another time with the 
remnants of the old gravel track and the old press box / 
locker room acting as a backdrop to the grandstand. Ol- 
iveira Field is something of a time capsule. Home games 
for the Old Colony Cougars are played in the light of day 
adding yet another layer of sheen to the nostalgic glow 
that surrounds Old Colony Football games. 

This season was not particularly kind to the Old 
Colony Cougars. They ended their 2008 season on Sat- 
urday afternoon, November 22, with their ninth loss in 
eleven games as they fell to rival Tri-County Tech, 21-0, 
in the annual Cougar Bowl, so named as both teams are 
represented by the same mascot.

The State Election is over and all of us here in the Town 
Clerk's office are thrilled that we made it through a very tough 
election period and electoral process. We processed over 400 
absentee ballots. Many people thought Massachusetts had "early 
voting" — thanks to the press. Massachusetts does not have 
"early voting." Many people thought it would be easier to come 
into the Town Clerk's office and vote absentee instead of waiting 
in a long line. We all wondered if that many people were going 
to be out of Mattapoisett on Election Day! 

We had lines at the beginning of the day, but overall 
voters did not have to spend a significant amount of time wait- 
ing in line — at least in Mattapoisett.

And I would remiss if I didn't express my deep and 
sincere appreciation to my staff for the long hours they worked 
to make sure every absentee ballot was properly processed, 
every procedure in place, every new voter added to our rolls. 

To the Fire Department, Highway Department and 
Police Department who assisted in the set up of the polls the day 
before the election and made sure that all equipment and ballots 
were delivered by 6:00 am on Election Day and the flow of traf- 
fic went smoothly. To all of you a heartfelt thank you!

19, 2007. Filing a NOI includes notification of abutters. 

2. In accordance with the Massachusetts Wetland 
Protection Act (WPA), the Conservation Commission conducted 
three site visits and five public hearings to obtain the details of 
the proposed project, consider the input of all participants, and 
to evaluate the information with respect to the WPA require- 
ments. The Conservation Commission issued an Order of Condi- 
tions (OOC) on June 20, 2007 permitting the work in accordance 
with modified plans and specific written conditions. Contrary 

to your statement that "the project is set to move forward on the 
acre-and-a-half of wetlands/ 7 no work was permitted in wet- 
lands. 

3. The neighbor filed an Appeal on July 12, 2007 to the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection (DEP), 
Southeast Division per the specified WPA process. At that 
point no work is permitted and responsibility for any govern- 
ing requirements was shifted to the DEP. The statement "that 
despite their opposition, two formal appeals and an alternative 
proposal, the original 3-2 ConCom vote stands" is incorrect as 
this Appeal effectively nullified any Conservation Commission 
vote or control. 

4. The DEP conducted a site visit on August 29, 2007 
and issued a Superceding Order of Conditions (SOC) on No- 
vember 16, 2007 specifying permitted work and taking prece- 
dence over the Marion OOC. 

5. The neighbor filed a second Appeal on November 30, 
2007 to the DEP, Office of Appeal and Dispute Resolution. The 
DEP issued a Final Resolution on April 10, 2008 supporting the 
SOC. The "nearly two years now" is in fact 20 months between 
the submittal of the NOI and the Final Decision. Seventeen 
months was consumed by the "due process" afforded the neigh- 
bor by the WPA Appeal process as executed by Mass DEP. 

If you had taken the time to contact the Chairman of 
the Conservation Commission your article would have been bet- 
ter researched and more factual. As written it is misleading and 
a disservice to the people and organizations involved as well as 
to The Wanderer's readers. Each NOI is evaluated based on the 
details submitted and how they comply the WPA requirements. 
A NOI is not evaluated against hypothetical alternate solutions 
or whether a project is "needed" or not.

Bonne DeSousa and the audience. The session was spon- 
sored by the Mattapoisett Sustainable Living Club. The 
group learned that: 

• The more we recycle, the less we pay for trash disposal. 

• When our current trash contract expires, disposal costs 
could increase two to three times what we pay now. We 
now pay $32 a ton for trash disposal. Nearby towns pay 
$77. Some towns pay $100 a ton. 

• Recycling more now could result in a better baseline for 
negotiating our next recycling contract. We now pay $22 a 
ton for recycling 

• In the curbside program, ABC picks up approximately 
15 percent recycling and 85 percent trash. 

• Curbside Recycling accepts recyclable plastic #1, 2, 3, 4 
and 5. 

• ''Contaminated 77 paper (with food) cannot be recycled. 

• The Town is encouraging everyone to recycle more 
paper of all types. 

• Newspapers should not be put out in plastic bags, but 
they can be bundled with cardboard items in a separate 
bin. 

• Coated papers and cardboards (wrapping paper, juice 
and milk cartons, anything with a waxy coating) can't be 
recycled because the coating prevents the paper becoming 
pulp. 

• The Mattapoisett Board of Health will have larger (18 
gallon) recycle bins available soon. They're free. Ask for 
them at the Board of Health. 

• Compact fluorescent, fluorescent bulbs, car batteries, 
small button batteries, CRTs (Computer Monitors) and 
TVs need to be recycled and are accepted at the transfer 
station. 

• If you miss recycle day, you can go to bins at the trans- 
fer station directly. 

• The switch to have recycling and trash on the same day 
increased recycling tonnage throughout town, saving on 
trash costs. 

• New models for recycling are in use in other towns of 
Massachusetts. When new models have been put in place, 
some towns have seen their recycling tonnage double lit- 
erally over night and the trash tonnage drop by the same 
amount.

marigold plant evoked gleeful reactions. Later, catching 
a slinky earthworm tunneling through the dark-rich soil 
of an onion patch row were the highlights of one sunny 
autumn afternoon. Through guided observation, students 
learn the importance of these creatures in the garden habi- 
tat and our need to respectfully foster their care. 

With the continual need for weeding, students 
distinguished between weeds and thriving plants. They 
could understand how the root system of willful weeds 
robs garden plants of needed water. After harvesting 
crops, they used math skills — a fabulous opportunity 
to use estimation and division skills to share the bounty. 
Digging for potatoes was a high point. Many seed po- 
tatoes grew into a bed full of varying sizes and colors. 
Next year they are hoping to add purple hues to the crop. 
Deadheading the flowers will provide many seeds for 
next year's planting. Children carefully split seed heads 
of marigolds, zinnias, beans, lettuce, and sunflowers to 
find the precious seeds inside the plants. It was a fabulous 
hands-on opportunity for children to see the various plant 
structures perhaps only learned through textbooks. 

Immense appreciation must be extended to the 
many parents, families, and community members who 
took part in this year's garden maintenance — all the 
summer waterers and those who harvested the crop. Spe- 
cial thanks to the Tirrell family, father and sons, for the 
garden shed they built and to Mr. Keegan for the shed's 
painting and staining. It looks fabulous and provides

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Let the Right One In. Starring Kare Hedebrant and Lina 
Leandersson. Directed by Tomas Alfredson. Running time: 
106 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

If the teenage vampire romance Twilight had been handed to the 
late great Krzy sztof Kieslowski and he 7 d been told he could do anything 
he wanted with the basic premise, the result might 7 ve been something 
like Let the Right One In. Though this film is from Sweden, not Poland, it 
shares with Kieslowski 7 s Decalogue a certain gritty, working-class beauty; 
disruptive humanity in the dead center of a stark white landscape. The 
compositions are wintry-immaculate, the sound design amplifies leather 
boots crushing wet snow The 43-year-old director Tomas Alfredson 
has made a gorgeously bleak film, though never at the expense of the 
story. Quite literally, Sweden in winter in 1982 seems the only possible 
setting for this tale, which is why the forthcoming American remake 
sounds absurdly pointless. No American multiplex movie would be 
allowed to breathe this much, to work its dark magic in silence and 
ambiguity. 

Oskar (Kare Hedebrant), a 12-year-old with a bone-straight bowl 
haircut, lives in a housing project with his distant mother. Next door, 
a girl, Eli (Lina Leandersson) has moved in, along with an older man, 
Hakan (Per Ragnar), who could be her father or could be something 
else. Whatever he is or has been to her, we soon discover what he is 
now: a procurer of fresh blood to keep Eli alive. The solemn-faced Eli is 
a vampire, with the usual unearthly powers and aversion to sunlight. 
Oskar is drawn to her, and his innocence appeals to her. 

I was reminded not only of Kieslowski but of Philip Ridley's 1990 
cult film The Reflecting Skin, in which a boy's fearful fixation on a local 
lady he takes to be a vampire is part of a surreal fable about loss of in- 
nocence. Here, though, we see that Oskar is really not as innocent as all 
that, and Eli is not as dangerous as we assume. Oskar is being bullied 
at school; he has a lot of pent-up, impotent rage. He fantasizes about 



getting his tormentors where he wants them, helpless at the point of 
a knife. Eli kills people, but only out of necessity. Alfredson, working 
from a screenplay by John Ajvide Lindqvist (who also wrote the source 
novel), is able to construct a strange and absolutely original relationship 
between these two that takes off from a horror premise. 

Alfredson' s control is generally so pure and strong that I regret 
a couple of discordant moments, such as a probably-unintentionally 
funny scene involving a bunch of dismayed cats and a supporting 
character's fiery fate. For a moment or two, the film feels demoted to a 
standard horror flick with standard horror tricks. But for the most part, 
Let the Right One In deals in subtle chills, including a revelation about 
Eli much clearer to readers of the novel than it probably will be to many 
viewers. This love story goes beyond everything normal, which may 
be why we can relate to it. We may not buy the sparkly love between 
Bella and Edward in Twilight, but we believe in Oskar and Eli. 

Schlock can be fun and even transporting, but these days — par- 
ticularly in the arena of horror — Hollywood seems incapable of giving 
us anything but schlock, and it's usually sad, flaccid schlock without 
the transgressive charge it used to pack in the days of grindhouse and 
drive-ins. But when a filmmaker takes horror seriously, as a launching 
pad for a human story that couldn't be told as effectively in any other 
genre, we horror fans are reminded why we fell in love with horror 
in the first place. Let the Right One In reacquaints us with real, classical
